General Motors strike is the big- 
grest among 145 disputes in the 
country. Five major disputes ac- 
count for four-fifths of the 550.000 
idle in the country's labor troubles.

Some say a landlord can't evict 
Sjrithin 30 -days, some 60, some 
more. 
. In a certain case in a certain 
place, local law may say a land- 
lord can evict in 30 days. But the 
OPA director may rule in that 
case—or that kind of case—that 
h.« can't evict for six months. Hi3 
rule sticks. 


Vet« get Consideration 


Remember: Veterans who are 


landlords get 
special considera- 


tion from OPA and local courts 
when they want to occupy a house 
they own. There are two main 
groups of landlords: 


1. Those who owned the proper-

Shanghai, Nov. 30 — (AP) — 


China's top admiral, Chen Shao- 
Kwan, weais six stars, one more 
than any other admiral in the 
world. And right now the Chinese 
navy is down to six ships, one foi 
e.iCh star. 


It wasn't always that way. Hun- 


dieds of yeais ago the Chinese 
navy had ->o many ships -wooden 
junks, of course —that they could 
be chained together to form a sea 
blockade 200 miles long. 


That was back in the Han dy- 


nasty and the, thiee-kingdom dy- 
nasty, when three warlords were 
lighting one another on sea and 
land 
They fought a close-quarter 


w ar in those days. They set junks 
alire with flaming arrows, board- 
ed, and beat in enemy heads with 
.spiked clubs. 


Began in Opium War 


The modern Chinese navy began 


to take shape after the opium war 
of 1&'12. China built dockyards and 
a naval training station. 


It suffered a shaip setback .sev- 


eral decades later when the em- 
press Tze Shin took 
taxes ear- 


marked for the navy and built a 
summer palace at Peiping.

After thp 1922 Chinese revolu- 


tion the navy obtained ships from 
Japan, Britain and Germany and 
eventually floated a fleet of 20 
vessels, including several cruisers 


In 19.'J7 the navy had 53 ships, 


including five cruisers; total ton- 
nage, -14,000 tons. 


The fleet was 
destroyed—ex- 


cept for six small vessels—in three 
b l o c k a d e 
operations 
on the 


Yangtze river m late 1937 and 
early 1937. These blockades were 
more or less delaying actions, and 
were costly in men and ships, but 
prevented the Japanese from send- 
ing invasion forces into the inter- 
ior aboard transport ships. 


This blockade enabled Hankow 


to hold out for 15 months. 
It 


might have fallen in a matter ol 
weeks had the Japanese been able 
to come up the river.

These three blockades cost sev- 


en-eighths of the Chinese navy. 
The few ships that survived were 
taken upriver to Chungking after 
their guns had been removed and 
emplaced as shore batteries. 


Navy Ceased to Exist 


The Chinese navy as such ceas- 


ed to exist, but Chinese sailors 
went into the countryside as guer- 
rilla forces. 
Some operated mine- 


fields along the Yangtze. 


Soon there will be more than 20 


ships, but nothing heavier than a 
gunboat, in the 
Chinese 
navy 


Some are being raised from the 


river bottom by the Japanese and 
turned over to China. 
Others are 


gifts from Britain,

Gunboats are all right for the 
Yangtze, but they aren't built for 
the sea, so China wouldn't mind 
taking over some of Japan's ships. 


L,t. Comdr. B. C. (Charles) Ling, 


Admiral Chen's liaison officer, puts 
it this way:

"We understand 
that 
Japan's 


remaining aircraft carriers, battle- 
ships and smaller warships are 
going to be sunk in the demobili- 
zation program. We feel that's 
bad. 


"These ships should be given to 


China m part payment for what 
Japan has done to us."
